Connecting to the Mains 


Before you connect your colour TV-receiver to 
the mains (220 V/50 Hz, in U.K. 240 V/50 Hz), 
make sure that any condensation which may 
occur on the receiver has evaporated and that 
the TV has reached the ambient room tempera- 
ture. When a cold set is transferred to a warm 
room, condensation may form e.g. on the 
screen, which may result in malfunction or 
even cause damage to the set. 


This receiver will work perfectly with + 10% 
fluctuations in the mains, i.e within the voltage 
range of 198 V - 264 V. 


If you plan to bexaway from home for an exten- 
ded period, e.g., on holiday, we recommend 
that you disconnect both the mains plug from 
the wall socket and the aerial cable from the 
receiver. 


Connecting the Aerial 


Connect the TV, using a 75 ohm coaxial cable, 
to the aerial or central aerial network, Fig. 1. If 
you have a twin lead aerial cable, it has an im- 
pedance of 240 ohms. In this case you have to 
use a 240/75 ohm aerial matching transformer.

Remote Control and Control

Receiver functions can be controlled both with 
a remote control handset and with the keys on 
the receiver control panel. 


Remote Control Handset 


When used, the remote control handset must 
be pointed towards the remote control sensor 
situated below the TV screen, Fig. 2.

USING THE HANDSET FOR

A teletext decoder is available as an optional 
extra for all receiver models. 


1. Introduction 


This part of the instruction manual contains a 
brief description of teletext system and inst- 
ructions on how to use the handset for page 
selection and other teletext functions. 


Keys used in teletext operation 

— number keys 0 - 9 and 

— keys O and * as well as 

— keys with yellow printing above 


Important! 


Please retain this instruction manual for future 
reference. If you acquire a teletext accessory 
later on, the accessory kit does not include an 
instruction manual. 


When the handset TEXT-key is pressed, the set 
turns to the teletext mode even if the receiver 
is not equipped for teletext. At that time the 
number keys will be inoperative. To change to 
the TV mode press the TV-key. 


2. Teletext Operating Instructions 


Teletext is the general name for the system in 
which written material and/or graphic pictures 
not pertaining to the TV-programme are added 
to the conventional TV-transmission. These so- 
called text-pages can be displayed on a TV set 
equipped with the teletext facility either in lieu 
of the TV-picture or superimposed on TV- pic- 
ture. By means of the teletext system the sub- 
as of TV-programmes can also be transmit- 
ed. 


Television mode is always obtained when the 
receiver is switched on. To switch into the tele- 
text mode first select a TV-channel offering te- 
letext at the time. 


Under weak reception conditions it may be ne- 
cessary to check receiver tuning (—<+,-+) to 
ensure faultless teletext operation. 


3. Selection of Teletext Mode 


When the TV is switched on, the receiver auto- 
matically goes into the TV mode. To switch to 
the teletext mode press the TEXT key, and the 
index page (p. 100) is automatically obtained. 
To return to the normal TV mode press the TV 
Key.

4. Selection of Teletext Page 0...9 
Teletext Page 


A teletext page consists of a header line and 
the actual text portion. The display is made up 
of 24 rows. The header line is composed of the 
selected page number preceded by character S 
and a header specific for the broadcasting 
company. In the header are the number of the 
received page and, at the end of the line, the 
date and time display. Some pages are subdivi- 
ded in a series of sub-pages that rotate in se- 
quence at a constant rate. Other pages may 
contain concealed information (for example, 
co..;cealed answers) which can be revealed by 
the set operator by pressing the REV key. 


Page Selection 


A page is selected by pressing three number 
buttons in sequence. Pages 100 - 899 are se- 
lectable. When the first digit has been entered 
the page number at the top-left of screen turns 
blue-green and question marks appear in the 
tens’ and units’ positions (e.g. S2?7). 

After the third digit has been entered rolling 
page numbers are presented until the request- 
ed page is received. The previous page is dis- 
played until the new page is received. The page 
number received turns white when a correct 
page is received. A blue-green-coloured page 
number indicates poor reception conditions. 


Pages can also be selected in a sequential 
manner with the sequence key J. 


If the requested page is not in transmission, 
select a new page number (index = 100). 


5. Page Selection Using Key TIME

Time-Coded Page Selection

To return to the text mode press key 
UPD again. 

The TIME mode can be escaped by pressing 
TEXT. You may watch or request other pages 
during the search of the coded page. 


Time Display During Normal Viewing, TIME 


In the television mode the use of this key gives 
time display on the screen. Pressing the TIME 
key again or any other command removes the 
time display. 


6. HOLD 


Some pages contain more information than 
can be displayed on the screen at atime. These 
are therefore subdivided in a series of sub-pa- 
ges, which are rotated” in sequence. You may 
halt this rotation by pressing the HOLD button. 
A green text HALT is then displayed at the top- 
right of the screen. The Halt function does not 
work in TIME or UPD modes. 


To cancel this operating mode press HOLD 
again, or the TEXT key, or enter a new page 
number. 


7. Reveal, REV 


Some pages may contain concealed informa- 
tion which can be revealed by pressing REV, 
e.g., a quiz page with concealed answers. You 
may conceal information again by pressing the 
REV key. 


8. Text Display Cancel, UPD — 


The UPD key offers you the TV picture in the 
teletext mode. This facility allows you to send 
teletext commands without interrupting a TV 
programme, e.g. page selection and selection 
of a time-coded page. 

You can view a normal TV-programme while 
waiting for reception of the selected page. 
Display cancel mode is not possible in the 
HOLD mode. 


If, after requesting a new page, you select the 
UPD mode, page reception is indicated by dis- 
playing the header line on the screen for five 
seconds. 

The whole page is brought on the screen by 
pressing the UPD again or with the TEXT key.
